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The pleasing pattern of tropical light and shade on the textured surface of the 
Pineapple provides the theme for crochet in this book. A wide range of designs 
includes Luncheon Sets, a Tablecloth, Guest Towels, a Doily, Traycloth. Then 
your Pineapple crochet will be a pleasure to behold. 


I NSTRUCTIO N S 


Abbreviations: ch = chain; ss = slip stitch; dc = double 
crochet; hlf tr = half treble; tr = treble (thread over 
hook once); dbl tr = double treble (thread over hook 
twice); trip tr = triple treble (thread over hook 3 times); 
quad tr = quadruple treble (thread over hook 4 times); 
quin tr = quintuple treble (thread over hook 5 times); 
st — stitch; sp = space. 

* (Asterisk) = Repeat the instructions following the 
asterisk as many more times as specified, in addition to 
the original. 

Repeat instructions in parentheses as many times as speci¬ 


fied. For example, “(5 ch, 1 dc into next dc) 5 limes,” 
means to make all that is in parentheses 5 times in all. 
Note: Check your tension carefully before commencing 
your design, as only the correct tension will ensure the 
best finished specimen. Slack workers should use a size 
finer hook and tight workers a size coarser hook. 
Washing Instructions; Use a warm lather of pure soap 
flakes and wash in the usual way. Pull into shape when 
drying, and press with a hot iron on the wrong side. If 
the crochet requires to be slightly stiffened, dip into a 
thin solution of starch. 
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Tablecloth, Luncheon Set and Traymat, made 
from same Pineapple motifs. 

TABLECLOTH 

Coats O Mercer-Crochet No. 20 (20 Gram.): 20 balls. 
This model was worked In 610 (Dark Ecru) but any de¬ 
sired colour may be used. 

Milwards Steel Crochet Hook No. 3. 

Size of Motif: 2\ in . in diameter. 

Measurement: 42 in . square. 

The above quantity is sufficient for a cloth 15 motifs 
X 15 motifs plus pineapple border, enlarge as desired by 
adding more motifs. 

Many more attractive articles, luncheon mats, tray mats, 
trolley mats, cheval sets, table runners and chairbacks 
can be made from this design, simply by changing the 
number of motifs in the centre. The quantities required 
and instructions for making a luncheon set and tray mat 
are given here to illustrate how attractively this design 
can be adapted. 

No. 20: 16 motifs and 9 fillings can be made from 1 
ball. 

No. 40: 27 motifs and 12 fillings can be made from 
1 ball. first MOTIF 

Commence with 8 ch, join with a ss to form a ring. 

1st Row: 3ch, 15tr into ring, 1 ss into 3rd of 3 ch. 

2nd Row: 8 ch, * 1 trip tr into next tr, 3 ch; repeat from 

* ending with 1 ss into 5th of 8 ch. 

3rd Row: 4 dc into each sp of 3 ch (64 dc), 1 ss into 
first dc. 

4th Row: 5 ch, 1 trip tr into each of next 4 dc leaving 
the last loop of each on hook, thread over and draw 
through all loops on hook (a cluster made), * 10 ch, 1 
trip tr into same place as last trip tr leaving the last loop 
on hook, 1 trip tr into each of next 4 dc leaving die last 
loop of each on book, thread over and draw through all 
loops on hook (another cluster made); repeat from * 
ending with last trip tr into same place as ss of previous 
row, 10 ch, 1 ss into top of first cluster. Fasten off. 

SECOND MOTIF 
Work first 3 rows as for first motif. 

4tb Row: 5 ch, 1 trip tr into each of next 4 dc leaving 
the last loop of each on hook, thread over and draw 
through all loops on hook, * 5 ch, 1 ss into 10 ch loop 
of adjacent motif, 5 ch, 1 cluster into 2nd motif; repeat 
from * once more and complete as for first motif (no 
more joinings). 

Make 15 rows of 15 motifs, joining each as second 
was joined to first, leaving 2 loops free between joinings. 

FILLING 

Commence with 8 ch, join with a ss to form a ring. 

1st Row: 3 ch, 1 tr into ring, 5 ch, 1 ss into any free loop 
of motif between joinings, * 5 ch, 1 ss into top of last tr, 
2 tr into ring, 5 ch, 1 ss into next free loop; repeat from 

* 6 times more, 5 ch, 1 ss into top of last tr, 1 ss into 

3rd of 3 ch. Fasten off. Fill in all spaces in same 
manner. PINEAPPLE BORDER 

First Corner Pineapple 

With right side facing, miss 3 free loops on any comer 
motif to left of joining, mark next loop. With wrong side 


facing, attach thread to centre of marked loop, 7 ch, 1 dc 
into next loop, 4 ch, turn. 

1st Row: 10 dbl tr into 7 ch loop, 1 dbl tr where thread 
was attached, 5 ch, turn. 

2nd Row: Miss first dbl tr, (1 dbl tr into next dbl tr, 1 
ch) 10 times, I dbl tr into top of 4 ch, 6 ch, turn. 

3rd Row: Miss first dbl tr, (! dbl tr into next dbl tr, 2 ch) 
10 times, miss 1 ch of turning ch, 1 dbl tr into next ch, 

5 ch, turn. 

4th Row: 1 dc into next 2 ch sp, (5 ch, 1 dc into next sp) 
10 times, 5 ch, turn. 

5th Row: 1 dc into next loop, (5 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 
9 times, 5 ch, turn. 

6th Row: 1 dc into next loop, (5ch, 1 dc into next loop) 
8 times, 5 ch, turn. 

7th Row: 1 dc into next loop, (5 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 
7 times, 5 ch, turn. Continue in this manner, having I 
loop less on each row until row ends with 1 dc into next 
loop, 5 ch, 1 dc into next loop, 5 ch, turn. 

Next Row: Miss 1 ch of next loop, 1 dc into next ch p 5 ch, 
miss 1 ch, t dc into next ch of same loop. Fasten off. 
Second Corner Pineapple 

With right side facing, miss next loop to left on same 
motif, mark next loop. With wrong side facing, attach 
thread to marked loop, 7 ch, 1 dc into next loop, 4 ch, 

1 ss into last dbl tr of first row of previous pineapple, 
turn. 

1st Row: 6 dbl tr into 7 ch loop, 1 dbl tr where thread 
was attached, 5 ch, turn. 

2nd Row: Miss first dbl tr, (1 dbl tr into next dbl tr, 1 ch) 

6 times, 1 dbl tr into top of turning ch below, 1 ss into 
corresponding st of previous pineapple, 4 ch, 1 ss into 
next loop of previous pineapple, turn. 

3rd Row: 2 ch, miss next dbl tr, (I dbl tr into next dbl tr, 

2 ch) 6 times, miss 1 ch, 1 dbl tr into next ch, 5 ch, turn. 
4th Row: 1 dc into next 2 ch sp, (5 ch, I dc into next sp) 
6 times, 2 ch, 1 ss into second turning 5 ch loop on pre¬ 
vious pineapple, 2 ch, turn. 

5th Row: 1 dc into next loop, (5 ch, t dc into next loop) 
6 times, 5 ch, turn. 

6th Row: 1 dc into next loop, (5 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 
5 times, 5 ch, turn. Continue in this manner, having one 
loop less on each row and completing pineapple exactly 
as for first corner pineapple. Fasten off. 

Third Corner Pineapple 

With right side facing, miss next loop to left of same 
motif, mark next loop. With wrong side facing, attach 
thread to marked loop, 7 ch, 1 dc into next loop, 4 ch, 

1 ss into adjacent st of second comer pineapple, turn. 

1st Row: 10 dbl tr into loop, 1 dbl tr where thread was 
attached, 5 ch, turn* 

Complete as for first comer pineapple, joining to corre¬ 
spond with previous joinings. 

First Side Pineapple 

With right side facing, miss 3 free loops to left on next 
motif, mark next loop. With wrong side facing, attach 
thread to marked loop, 7 ch, 1 dc into next loop, 4 ch, 
turn, 

1st Row: 10 dbl tr into loop, 1 dbl tr where thread was 
attached, 5 ch, turn and complete as for first corner pine¬ 
apple, joining 2 turning ch loops of this pineapple to 
corresponding loops of adjacent pineapple a s before. 
Make a side pineapple on each motif, joining as before. 
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Continue in this manner all round* making 3 corner pine¬ 
apples on each corner motif and taking care to join last 
pineapple on both sides . 

EDGING 

1st Row: Attach thread to first free loop on first corner 
pineapple* 4 ch, a 2 dbl tr cluster into same loop, (7 ch, 
a 3 dbl tr cluster into next free loop) twice, (7 ch, into 
next 5 ch loop work a cluster 7 ch and a cluster) twice, 
(7 ch, a cluster into next loop) 3 times, a cluster into 
next free loop of next pineapple, 7 ch, a cluster into 
next loop, (7 ch, into next loop work a cluster 7 ch and a 
cluster) twice, (7 ch, a cluster into next loop) twice, * a 
cluster into next free loop on next pineapple, (7 ch, a 
cluster into next free loop) twice, (7 ch, into next free 
loop work a duster 7 ch and a duster) twice, (7 ch, a 
duster into next free loop) 3 times; repeat from * work¬ 
ing over comer pineapple as before. loin last cluster 
with ss to tip of first cluster. 

2nd Row: ss to centre of next loop, * 7 ch, I dc into next 
loop; repeat from * round comer, ending with 1 dc into 
loop preceding last 2 clusters of third corner pineapple, ** 
3 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 2 loops, 3 ch, 1 dc into 
next loop, (7 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 6 times; repeat from 
** all round, working over comer pineapples as before, 
ending with 3 ch, 1 dbl tr into last 7 ch loop, 1 ss into 
centre of first loop. 


3rd Row: (9 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 22 times, * 3 ch, 1 
dbl tr into each of next 2 dbl tr, 3 ch, 1 dc into next 7 
ch loop, (9 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 5 times; repeat from * 
all round, working over comers as before and ending 
with 3 ch, 1 dbl tr into last dbl tr, 1 ss into centre of 
first loop, 

4th Row: 5 ch, 1 dc into next loop, (11 ch, 1 dc into next 
loop) 6 times, 1 dc into next loop, ((11 ch, I dc into next 
loop) 6 times, 1 dc into next loop, (11 ch, 1 dc into next 
loop) 6 times, * 1 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 2 dbl tr, 
! ch, 1 dc into next loop, (11 ch, I dc into next loop) 4 
times; repeat from * all round, working over corners as 
before and ending with 1 ch, 1 dbt tr into last dbl tr, 1 
ss into 4th of 5 ch, 

5th Row; ss to centre of next 11 ch loop, 1 dc into same 
loop, * (13 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 5 times, 1 dc into 
next loop; repeat from * twice more, ** (13 ch, 1 dc 
into next loop) 3 times, 1 dc into next loop; repeat from 
** all round, working over corners as before, omitting 
last dc at end of last repeat, 1 ss into first dc* Fasten off* 

Filling between Motifs and Pineapples 

Work in same manner as previous fillings working over 
row-ends of 2nd and 3rd rows on corresponding pine¬ 
apples. 

Damp and press, 






LUNCHEON 

SET 

Coats O Mercer-Crochet No. 40 (20 Gram.): 3 balls. 
This model was worked in 625 (Beige) but any desired 
colour may be used. 

MiJ wards Steel Crochet Hook No. 4. 

The above quantity is sufficient for one Centrepiece 
and one Place Mat. 


Size of Moftf; 2± in. in diameter. 

Measurements: Centrepiece: 13 in. X 19 in. 

Place Mat: 13 in. X 17 in . 

CENTREPIECE 

Make 3 rows of 6 motifs same as motif in Table Cloth, 
joining each as second was joined to first, leaving 2 loops 
free between joinings- Fill in all spaces in same manner 
as Table Cloth. 

Work Pineapple Border, Edging and Fillings same as 
Table Cloth, 

PLACE MAT 

Work same as Centrepiece having 3 rows of 5 motifs 
instead of 3 rows of 6 motifs. 

Damp and press. 
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TRAY 

MAT 


Coats 0 Mercer-Crochet No. 40 (20 Gram.); 3 balls. 
This mode] was worked In 441 (Buttercup) but any de¬ 
sired colour may be used. 

Milwards Steel Crochet Hook No. 4. 

Size of Motif; 2£ in. in diameter . 

Measurement: 15 in. X 21$ in. 

Make 4 rows of 7 motifs same as motifs in Tabic 
Cloth, joining each as second was joined to first, leaving 
2 loops free between joioings. Fill in all spaces in same 
manner as Table Cloth. 

Work Pineapple Border, Edging and Fillings same as 
Table Cloth. 

Damp and press.

Coats O Mercer-Crochet No* 20 (20 Gram*}: 2 balls* 
This model was worked In 625 (Beige) but any desired 
colour may be used* 

Mil wards Steel Crochet Hook No. 3. 

Tension: First 4 rows — 2 in. in diameter , 

Measurement; 12\ in. in diameter * 

Commence with 10 ch, join with a ss to form a ring. 

1st Row: 1 ss into ring, 6 ch, * 1 tr into ring, 3 ch; 
repeat from * 8 times more, 1 ss into 3rd of 6 ch (10 sps). 
2nd Row: 1 ss into first sp, 3 ch, 3 tr into same sp, * 2 
ch, 4 tr into next sp; repeat from * ending with 1 ch, 1 
dc into 3rd of 3 ch* 

3rd Row: 6 ch, * 5 tr into next sp, 3 ch; repeat from * 
ending with 4 tr into last sp, 1 ss into 3rd of 6 ch. 

4th Row: 1 ss into next ch, 1 dc into sp, * 9 ch, 1 dc into 
next sp; repeat from * ending with 9 ch, 1 ss into first dc* 
5th Row: 11 dc into each of next 8 loops, 10 dc into each 
of next 2 loops (108 dc), 

6th Row: 1 dc into each dc, 1 ss into first dc. 

7th Row: 6 ch, * miss 2 dc, 1 tr into next dc, 3 ch; repeat 
from * ending with 1 ss into 3rd of 6 ch. 

8th Row: 6 ch, * 1 tr into next tr, 3 ch; repeat from * 
ending with 1 ss into 3rd of 6 ch, 

9th Row: 1 ss into sp, 3 ch, 2 tr into same sp, * 2 ch, 
3 tr into next sp; repeat from * ending with 2 ch, 1 ss 
into 3rd of 3 ch. 

10th Row: 1 dc into next tr, * 3 ch, 1 dc into next sp, 
3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 dc into next tr, repeat from * ending 
with 3 ch, 1 dc into last sp, 3 ch, 1 ss into first dc (72 
loops). 

11th Row: 1 ss into next ch, 1 dc into loop, * 3 ch, 1 dc 
into next loop; repeat from * ending with 3 ch, I ss into 
first dc. 


12th Row: 1 ss into each of next 2 ch, 4 ch, ! dbl tr 

into next loop, 7 ch, thread over hook 3 times, insert 

hook into next loop, thread over and draw loop through, 
(thread over and draw through 2 loops) twice, thread 
over hook twice, insert hook into next loop, thread over 
and draw loop through, (thread over and draw through 

2 loops) 5 times—joint dbl tr made, * 5 ch, work a joint 
dbl tr into next 2 loops; repeat from * all round, ending 
with 5 ch, 1 ss into 2nd of 7 ch (36 sps), 

13th Row: 1 ss into next sp, 4 ch, into same sp work 2 
dbl tr 1 ch and 3 dbl tr, * 6 ch, miss next joint dbl tr, 

I dc into next joint dbl tr, 6 ch, miss next joint dbl tr, 

into next sp work 3 dbl tr 1 ch and 3 dbl tr; repeat 
from * omitting 3 dbl tr 1 ch and 3 dbl tr at end of last 
repeat, 1 ss into 4th of 4 ch. 

14th Row: 4 ch t 1 dbl tr into each of next 2 dbl tr, * 

1 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 3 dbl tr, (3 ch, 1 dc into 

next loop) twice, 5 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 3 dbl tn 
repeat from * omitting 3 dbl tr at end of last repeat, 
1 ss into 4th of 4 ch. 

15th Row. 4 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 2 dbl tr, * l 
ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 3 dbl tr, 8 ch, miss 1 loop, 
1 dc into next loop, 8 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 3 dbl 
tr; repeat from * omitting 3 dbl tr at end of last repeat, 
t ss to 4th of 4 ch. 

16th Row: 4 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 2 dbl tr, * 

3 ch, into next 1 ch sp work 1 dbl tr 3 ch and l dbl tr, 

3 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 3 dbl tr, 9 ch, 1 dbl tr 

into each of next 3 dbl tr; repeat from * omitting 3 dbl 

tr at end of last repeat, 1 ss to 4th of 4 ch. 

17th Row; 4 ch, I dbl tr into each of next 2 dbl tr, * 3 
ch, miss next 3 ch, into 3 ch loop between next 2 dbl tr 
work 12 dbl tr, 3 ch, I dbl tr into each of next 3 dbl tr, 
7 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 3 dbl tr; repeat from * 
omitting 3 dbl tr at end of last repeat, 1 ss into 4th of 

4 ch, 

18th Row: 4 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 2 dbl tr, * 
4 ch, (1 dbl tr into next dbl tr, 1 ch} 1! times, 1 dbl tr 
into next dbl tr, 4 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 3 dbl tr, 

3 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 3 dbl tr; repeat from *

5 ch, 1 dc into 1 ch sp between next 2 dbl tr, (3 ch, 1 de 
into next sp) 10 times, 5ch, i dbl tr into each of next 3 
dbl tr, miss next 3 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 3 dbl tr, 
repeat from * omitting 3 dbl tr at end of last repeat, 1 ss 
into 4th of 4 ch. 

20th Row: 3 ch, i tr into next 2 dbl tr, * 5 ch, 1 dc into 
next 3 ch loop, (3 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 9 times, 5 ch, 
1 tr into each of next 6 dbl tr; repeat from * omitting 3 
tr at end of last repeat, 1 ss into 3rd of 3 ch* 

21st Row: 3 ch, 1 tr into each of next 2 tr, * 5 ch, 1 dc 
into next 3 ch loop, (3 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 8 times, 
5 ch, 1 tr into each of next 6 tr; repeat from * all round, 
omitting 3 tr at end of last repeat, 1 ss into 3rd of 3 ch. 
22nd Row: 3 ch, 1 tr into each of next 2 tr, * 5 ch, 1 dc 
into next 3 ch loop, (3 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 7 times, 
5 ch, 1 tr into each of next 3 tr, 2 ch, 1 tr into each of 
next 3 tr: repeat from * omitting 3 tr at end of last 
repeat, 1 ss into 3rd of 3 ch* 




23rd Row: 3 ch, 1 tr into each of next 2 tr, * 5 eh, I 

dc into next 3 eh loop, (3 eh, 3 dc into next loop) 6 times, 

5 eh, 1 tr into each of next 3 tr, 4 eh, 1 tr into each of 

next 3 tr; repeat from * omitting 3 tr at end of last re* 

peat, 1 ss into 3rd of 3 ch. 

24th Row: 3 ch, 1 tr into each of next 2 tr, * 5 ch, 1 dc 
into next 3 eh loop, (3 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 5 times, 
5 ch, f tr into each of next 3 tr, 5 ch, 1 tr into each of 

next 3 tr; repeat from * omitting 3 tr at end of last 

repeat, 1 ss into 3rd of 3 ch. 

3 tr at end of last repeat, t ss into 3rd of 3 ch. 

25th Row; 3 ch, I tr into each of next 2 ir, * 5 ch, 1 

dc into next 3 ch loop, (3 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 4 times, 
5 ch, 1 tr into each of next 3 tr, 4 ch, 1 dc into next 
loop, 4 ch, 1 tr into each of next 3 tr; repeat from * 
omitting 3 tr al end of last repeat, 1 ss into 3rd of 3 ch.

loop, 5 ch, 1 dc into next loop, 3 ch, I tr into each of 
next 3 tr; repeat from * omitting 3 tr at end of last re¬ 
peat, 1 ss into 3rd of 3 ch. 

27tli Row: 3 ch, f tr into each of next 2 tr, * 5 ch, 1 dc 
into next 3 ch loop, (3 ch, I dc into next loop) twice, 5 
ch, I tr into each of next 3 tr, 6 ch, miss 1 loop, 1 dc 
into next loop, 6 ch, miss next loop, 1 tr into each of 
next 3 tr; repeat from * omitting 3 tr at end of last repeat, 
1 ss into 3rd of 3 ch. 

28th Row: 4 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 2 tr, * 5 ch, 

1 dc into next 3 ch loop, 3 ch, 1 dc into next 3 ch loop, 

5 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 3 tr, (6 ch, 1 dc into next 
loop) twice, 6 ch, I dbi tr into each of next 3 tr; repeat 
from * omitting 3 dbl tr at end of last repeat, 1 ss into 
4th of 4 ch. 

29lh Row; 4 ch, I dbl tr into each of next 2 dbl tr, * 5 
ch, 1 dc into next 3 ch loop, 5 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of 
next 3 dbl tr, (6 ch, l dc into next loop) 3 times, 6 ch, 1 
dbl tr into each of next 3 dbl tr; repeat from * omitting 
3 dbl tr at end of last repeat, l ss into 4th of 4 ch. 



30th Row: 4 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 2dbl tr, ! dbl 
tr into each of next 3 dbl tr, * (6 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 
4 times, 6 ch, 1 dbl tr into each of next 6 dbi tr; repeat 
from * omitting 6 dbl tr at end of last repeat, 1 ss imo 
4th of 4 ch. 

31st Row: 4 ch, holding back on hook the last loop of 
each dbl tr work 1 dbl tr into each of next 5 dbl tr, 
thread over and draw through all loops on hook (cluster 
made), * (7 ch, l dc into next loop) 5 times, 7 ch, work 
a cluster over the next 6 dbl tr as before; repeat from * 
omitting 7 ch and i cluster at end of last repeat, 3 ch, 1 
dbl tr into tip of first cluster, 

32nd Row: * 8 eh, 1 dc into next loop; repeat from * all 
round, ending with 4 ch, 1 dbl tr into dbl tr of previous 
row. 

33rd Row: * 9 ch, 1 dc into next loop; repeat from * all 
round, ending with 9 ch, 1 ss into dbl tr of previous row. 
Fasten off. 

Starch lightly and press. 


COFFEE TABLE MAT 



Coats O Mercer-Crochet No* 40 <20 Gram.): 2 balls. 
This model was worked in 609 (Ecru) but any desired 
colour may be used. 

Milwards Steel Crochet Hook No. 4. 

Tension: First 6 roiws = 2 in . in diameter . 

Measurement: 22 in. in diameter . 

Commence with 10 ch, join with a ss to form a ring. 

1st Round; Into ring work 16 dc, l ss into first dc. 

2nd Round; 6 ch, * 1 dbl tr into next dc, 2 ch; repeat 
from * ending with 1 ss into 4th of 6 ch. 

3rd Round: 1 dc into first sp. * 3 ch, 1 dc into next sp; 

repeat from * ending with 3 ch, 1 ss into first dc. 

4th Round: 1 ss into next ch, 1 dc into first loop, * 4 ch, 
I dc into next loop; repeal from * ending with 1 ch, 1 tr 
into first dc. 

5th Round: * 5 ch, l dc into next loop; repeat from *

9th Round: * 6 ch, 1 dc into next loop; repeat from * 
ending with 3 ch, 1 tr into top of last tr. 

10th Round: As 9th round. 

11th Round: As 6th round. 

12th Round: 1 ss into each of next 2 ch, 1 dc into sp, * 
7 ch, 1 dc into next sp; repeat from * ending with 3 ch, 
1 dbl tr into first dc. 

13th Round: * 8 ch, 1 dc into next loop; repeat from * 
ending with 4 ch, I dbl tr into top of last dbl tr. 

14th Round: As 13th round. 

15th Round: 4 ch, 1 dbl tr over last dbl tr made, 2 dbl tr 
into next loop leaving the last loop of each on hook, 
thread over and draw through all loops on hook (a cluster 
made), * 14 ch, a 2 dbl tr cluster into next loop, a 2 dbl 
cluster into next loop; repeat from * ending with 14 ch, 
1 ss into top of first dbl tr. 

16th Round: 1 ss into top of next cluster, * 19 dc into 
next 14 ch loop, 2 ch; repeat from * ending with 1 ss 
into first dc. 

17th Round: 1 ss into each of next 9 dc, 12 ch, 1 trip tr 
into same place as last ss, * 11 ch, 3 dbl tr 3 ch and 3 
dbl tr into 10th of next 19 dc (shell made), 11 ch, 1 trip

18th Round: I ss into next sp, 4 ch, 14 dbl tr into same 
sp, * 9 ch, into sp of next shell work 3 dbl tr 3 ch and 
3 dbl tr (shell over shell), 9 ch, 15 dbl tr into next 7 ch 
loop; repeat from * omitting 15 dbl tr at end of last 
repeat, 1 ss into 4th of 4 ch. 

19th Round; 5 ch, * 1 dbl tr into next dbl tr lifting back 
half of st, (1 ch, 1 dbl tr into next dbl tr lifting back 
half of st) 13 times, 8 ch, shell over shell, 8 ch, I dbl tr 
into next dbl tr lifting back half of stitch; repeat from 

* omitting 1 dbl tr and 1 ch at end of last repeat, 1 ss 
into 4th of 5 ch. 

20th Round; 1 ss into 1 ch sp, 1 dc into same sp, * (4 ch, 
1 dc into next sp) 13 times, 6 ch, into sp of next shell 
work (3 dbl tr, 3 ch) twice and 3 dbl tr, 6 ch, 1 dc into 
next 1 ch sp; repeat from * omitting 1 dc at end of last 
repeat, 1 ss into first dc. 

21st Round: 1 ss into next ch, * 1 dc into 4 ch loop, (4 
ch, 1 dc into next loop) 12 times, 6 ch, (shell into next 
3 ch sp) twice, 6 ch; repeat from * ending with 1 ss into 
first dc. 

22nd Round: 1 ss into next ch, * 1 dc into 4 ch loop, (4 
ch, 1 dc into next loop) II times, 6 ch, (shell over next 
shell) twice, 6 ch; repeat from * omitting last 6 ch at end 
of last repeat, 1 trip tr into first dc. 

Pineapples are now worked individually in rows as fol¬ 
lows: 

FIRST PINEAPPLE 

1st Row: Turn work, 1 ss into each of next 3 dbl tr and 
into sp, 4 ch, turn, into same sp work 2 dbl tr 2 ch and 
3 dbl tr, 5 ch, 1 dc into next loop, (4 ch, I dc into next 
loop) 10 times, 5 ch, shell over shell, turn. 

2nd Row: ss to sp of shell, 4 ch, complete shell in same 
sp, 5 ch, 1 dc into next loop, (4 ch, 1 dc into next loop) 
9 times, 5 ch, shell over shell, turn. Repeat 2nd row, 
having one loop less on each row until one loop remains. 
Next Row: ss to sp of shell, 4 ch, complete shell in same 
sp, 5 ch, 1 dc into loop, 5 ch. shell over shell, turn. 


Next Row: ss to sp of shell, 4 ch, complete shell in same 
sp, 1 ch, shell over shell, turn. 

Next Row: ss to sp of shell, shell into 1 ch sp, 1 ss into 
sp of next shell. Fasten off. 

SECOND PINEAPPLE 

Attach thread to sp of next free shell on last round of 
mat, work shell over shell and complete as for first pine¬ 
apple. Work all pineapples in this manner. Do not 
break off at end of last pineapple but work in rounds as 
follows:

apple, (8 ch, miss 1 sp, 1 dbl tr into next sp) 3 times, 8 
ch, miss 2 sps, 1 trip tr into next dbl tr; repeat from * 
ending last repeat with 5 tr into sp at tip of pineapple, 
8 ch, 1 ss into 4th of 13 ch. 

3rd Round: 8 ch, 1 dbl tr into next loop, * 4 ch, 1 dbl 
tr into next dbl tr, 8 ch, 1 trip tr into next dbl tr, 4 ch, 
into loop formed by next 2 trip tr work 1 quad tr 4 ch 
and 1 quad tr, 4 ch, 1 trip tr into next dbl tr, turn, into 
4 ch loop between quad tr work 4 trip tr 2 ch 5 trip tr 

2 ch and 4 trip tr, 1 ss into next trip tr, 1 ss into next 4 

ch of 8 ch, turn. Holding back on hook the last loop of

Miss 2 loops 
on motif, attach thread to next loop, 7 ch, 1 dc into next 
loop, 4 ch, turn. 

1st Row: 11 dbl tr into loop, 5 ch, turn and complete 
pineapple as before. Work a similar pineapple at 
opposite part of motif (this is width of small mat). Sew 
first loop of larger pineapple to 2nd row of smaller pine¬ 
apple. Join first loop at other side of same larger pine¬ 
apple to corresponding place on other smaller pineapple. 
Join the 2 end loops on opposite larger pineapple to corre¬ 
sponding places on smaller pineapples.

29th Row: * 3 ch, (I dc into next dbl tr, 2 ch, miss next 
dbl tr) 5 times, 1 dc into next dbl tr, 3 ch, I dc into next 
loop, 7 ch, i dc into next loop; repeat from * omitting 
1 dc at end of last repeat, 1 ss into dbl tr of previous row. 
30th Row: ss into next loop, 1 dc into same loop, * (2 
ch, popcorn st into next loop) 5 times, 2 ch, I dc into next 
loop, into next loop work (2 dc, 2 ch) 3 times and 2 dc, 
1 dc into next loop; repeat from * omitting 1 dc at end 
of last repeat, 1 ss into first dc. Fasten off. 

NAPKIN 

Make a narrow hem to right side all round linen. 
Attach thread to any corner, 2 dc into same place, 3 ch, 
i dc into 3rd ch from hook (picot made), 2 dc into same 
place as last 2 dc, dc closely all round, working 8 dc to 
I in, and making a picot after every 4th dc and working 
other corners in same manner join with 1 ss into first dc. 
Fasten off.

3rd Row: Shell over shell, 1 ch, miss next loop, 9 dbl tr 
into next loop, I ch, shell over shell, 7 ch, turn, 

4th Row: Shell over shell, 3 ch, 1 dc into next dbl tr, (3 
ch, miss next dbl tr, 1 dc into next dbl tr) 4 times, 3 ch, 
shell over shell, 7 ch, turn.
